Declares Condition Hard One 
to Appraise. . 


‘Roads Have Had Little 


Chance to Grow Rich. 
1EXCLOSTVE | 
PITTSBURG, Dec. 29.—‘There 
never was a time in the history of 
our country when the railroad 
situation was as Gifficult to ap- 
praise as it ie today,” declared 
Walker D. Hines, former Adminis- 
trator of Railroads, in an address 
before the American Economic As- 
sociation holding its annual meet- 
ing in this city. | 
Prior to Federal contro! the rail- 
roads, according to Mr. Hines, had 
no opportunity to make vast profits 
out of the war, they had compari- 
tively small reserves at the begin- 
ning of the war, and they had no 
chance to build up their reserves 
to any large extent out of govern- 
ment rental during the war. | 
Following is an abstract of the 
address on the railroad situation, 


which Mr. Hines delivered before 
the association: 
SPECIAL DIFFICULTIES. 

There are two special difficulties 
in getting a satisfactory idea as to 
the present or prospective situa- 
tion of our railroada. 

One grows out of the state of 
mind which tends to be absorbed in 
erroneous and fragmentary discus- 
sions about Federal! control instead 
of making a comprehensive study, 
with due perspective and 
of the t question as to 
many billion dollars it ts going to 
cost to operate the railroads in the 
future. A single illustration of this

INCREASE IS SHOWN . 
IN RAILWAY INCOME. 


DECREASE NOTED IN COST OF 
‘OPERATION COMPARED 
WITH YEAR AGO. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.——Esti- 
mates made today by the Bureau 
of Rallway Economics, based on 
reports to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission from 127 railroads out 
of a total of 200, indicate that the 
net operating income of the rail- 
roads for November will be approx- 
tmately $80,000,000, representing a 
return of 4.6 per cent. 

The net railway operating in- 
come of the 127 rafiroads, which 
include sixty-three eastern, twenty- 
five southern and 389 western raii- 
roads, Was $49,225,426 in Novem- 
ber, an increase of 47.7 per cern 
over November, 1920, when it was 
$33.318,398. 

The railroads in the eastern dis- 
trict reported a net railway 
ati income of $306,249.061, those 
in t southern %$56.263.339. and 
those in the western $12,713,036. 

Operating railway revenues of 
the 127 raliroads amounted to 
$366,596.496,. a decrease of 21.6 
per compared with No- 
vem ber, . Operating expenses 
totaled $283,960,196, a decrease of 
29 per Gent.
